Senior Citizens Urged To 
File Now For Tax Exemption 


Senior citizens planning 
to take advantage of a new 
state law to postpone pay¬ 
ment of their property taxes 
are advised to get a home- 
owners' exemption on their 
home now. 

While the final deadline 
for filing for Se.nior Citizens 
Property Tax Postponement 
is not until January 31, 1978, 
the home must have the ex¬ 
emption and December 1, 
1977, is the fi.nal day to get 
one. 

The Franchise Tax Board 
urged all homeowners over 
62 to c heck whether they 
have the homeowners’ ex¬ 
emption. “If you don’t, be 
sure to contact your local 
county tax assessor before 
December 1,’’ Ray Mills, de¬ 
partment chief of operations, 
advised. 

Mills said that the home- 
ow.ners’ exemption not only 
is a requirement for property 
tax postponement but “just 
makes sense for the home¬ 
owner,” since it reduces the 
taxable assesed value of fhe 
property by $1,750. This could 
mean a tax saving of $200 or 
more Mills noted. 

The postponement 1 a 'w. 
passed during the final days 


of tha 1977 Legislative ses¬ 
sion, enables older home¬ 
owners to postpone payment 
Of their residential property 
taxes if they meet certain 
requirements. These include 
liaving at least a 20 per ce.nt 
equity In the home which 
they occupy, oelng 62 or old¬ 
er as of D^ember 31. 1976, 
having less tha.n $20,000 to¬ 
tal household Income, and 
receiving a separate tax 
hill. 

Mills said homeown e r s 
who now receive Senior Citi¬ 
zens Property Tax Assistance > 
are eligible for postpone¬ 
ment also and that forms 
have been mailed to these 
homeowners directly. 

Claim forms and informa¬ 
tion are available at anv 
local office of the Frai«chlse 
Tax Board or by writing to 
Senior Citizens Programs, 
P.O. Box 1588, .Sacramento, 
CA 95807.

Q. — My broker has sug¬ 
gested that I buy stock in a 
company which has much of 
its sales in the foundry busi¬ 
ness. I’m of the opinion that 
is a dirty, polluting business 
and comp£mies in that field 
will gradually go out of 
business because they won’t 
be able to foot the biU for 
cleaning up. Would you 
agree with me? 

A. — You are right from 
several standpoints. The 
foundry industry has been 
one where pollution is a ma¬ 
jor problem. The cost of 
overcoming this problem has 
caused many foundaries to 
go out of business and the 
prospects seem to be that 
many more will also go out 
Of business. However, some 
companies have met this 
problem, have cleaned up 
their processes and seem to 
be operating very profltablj'. 
You didn’t give me the 
name of the company you 
were talking about so I can’t 
tell you If it is one that is 
likely to go out of business 
or move ahead. At the pre¬ 
sent time, the industry is 
booming because companies 
are leaving it faster than 
new clean capacity is com¬ 
ing into production. One of 
these days, that imbalance 
will correct itself. 

The October issue of Bet¬ 
ter Investing has a story 
about Hayes Industries which 
seems to be one of the com¬ 
panies which has modernized 
and is profiting from the 
present conditions. I’m send¬ 
ing you a copy so you can 
see hew this particular com¬ 
pany has turned a difficult 
industry situation into a very 
profitable operation. 

Q. — I have Just started 
an investment club and wc 
have been discussing how 
much we should be able to 
make over the next ten years. 
A couple of us think we 
should make te.n per cent a 
year or about twice bank 
interest Would your expet 
ience suggest wo are right? 

A. — With bank interest, 
you get a firm promise from 
the bank as to how much 
your money will reach, with 
stocks there is no guarantee 
and different individuals get 
very different results. If you 
get “average” results in your 
investment club, year would, 
over the past ten years, have 
earned 8.36 per cent com¬ 
pounded annually on your 
money. These odds indicate 
you have a reaso n a b 1 c 
chance of a nice rate of re¬ 
turn in your club. What the 
next ten years will bring no- 
‘ body knows. I happen to be¬ 
lieve the signs indicate the 
next ten years will be bet¬ 
ter than the last ten for in¬ 
vestors and that the rate of 
return may be higher. 

Q. — I have heard refer¬ 
ence to the “Beta” factor of 
stocks. Would you please ex¬ 
plain what that metms. 

A. — The Beta Co-efficient 
of a stock is a measure of 
how it tends to go up or go 
down in relation to the stock- 
market as a whole. As we 
all know, some stocks tend 
to go up faster than others 
when the market goes up 
and in the reverse situation 
some go down faster when 
the market goes down. A 
fina,nclal service called the 
M/G Industriscope has cal¬ 
culated these ratios from the 
past performance or stocks 
for 1,512 different issues. 

If a stock goes up 5 per 
cent when the stockmarket 
goes up 5 per cent. It would 
have a Beta Co-efficient of 
1. If the market goes un 5 
per cent, but a stock goes up 
10 per cent, it would have 


ian ,up Beta of 2. If the stock 
went up only 5 pier cent 
while the market was going 
,up 10 per cent, it would have 
an up Beta of .5. 

It would be ideal, of 
course, to have stocks which 
went up faster than the mar¬ 
ket, but went down slower 
than the market. Selecting 
stocks with a better than 
average up Beta is a good 
idea as long as all of the 
fundamentals about the stock 
are favorable. Because a 
stock has had a favorable 
Beta in the past, does not 
mean it will perform the 

same in the future.
